Tehran, Iraqis say 

BEIRUT. Nov. 7 (AP) — The newspaper of the ruling Arab burial is t 
Baalh Party in Iraq said today that Mr. Ronald Reagan's victory in 
the American elections was "a cold shower on Tehran's enthusiasm 
to conclude a reconciliation with Washington to resolve the U.S. 
hostage crisis." 

Excerpts ol the editorial in Al Thuwru were carried by the oiliciai 
Iraqi News Agency. 

"Reagan's election suspended the hostage issue once again ior 
severa/ weeks or even months — that i> to say. until the new presidenr 
shifts to take power in the White House on Jan. 211.” A/ I'howru said. 

It added the American elections have suspended the hostage issue 
once again and the remaining 10 weeks ni Mr. Jimmv Carter's 
presidency will not give him. at least trom the point of view of 
decency, the authority to conclude the hostage crisis and sign a 
reconciliation with Iran. 

The newspaper said: "Carter did succeed in pulling the legs of the 
rulers in Qom and Tehran by defining his own terms tor the immedi- 
ate release ol all hostages at once and ro treat Tehran's condition* 
according io U.S. laws." 

Al Thuwru said it believed the developments of the hostage crisis 
were nothing but a game to busy the Iranian people. 

“The time has come (for Tehran) to announce the U.S. A. as a 
triend, ally and protector of Iran from its current crisis, created bv 
(Ayatollah Ruhollahj Khomeini and his clique.” the newspaper said. 

Al Thuwru predicted Mr. Reagan would be tougher rhan President 
Carter on the hostage issue. 

"Reagan seems to be planning ro humiliate Tehran's rulers even 
more than Carter until the last chapter ol the hostage play is written 
by Washington, and not Tehran." it said. 

Jordan hopes that the defeat of President Carter will mean a new 
look by Washington at the Middle East question and the scrapping of 
the Camp David peace accords between Israel and Egypt. Information 
Minister Ad nan Abu Odeh was quoted yesterday as saying: 

** We consider the election result as a collapse of one of the pillars of 
Camp David, President Carter, with whom also fell a number of those 
who drafted the accords/* 

He was also reported as hoping that Mr. Reagan would shc-w 
balanced feelings of justice and reappraise the Palestinian issue. 

Mr. Reagan's criticism of the Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO I showed it was time to step up Arab action against U.b. policy 
in the Middle East, a PLO spokesman said today. 

Mr. Majed Abu Sharar, head ot unified information at the PLO. 
told Reuters that Mr. Reagan's comments branding the PLO as a 
terrorist organisation "reflects the reality of American policy which 
rejects recognition of Palestinian rights under the leadership of the 
PLO." 

The president-elect's comments shattered any .illusions in the Arab 
World that Mr. Reagan would change U.S. policy in the Middle East, 
he said. 

”! think the time is now ripe to step up the struggle against U.M 
policy and throw all illusions about the likelihood of a change in U..S. 
policy towards ihe Arabs to the wind." Abu Sharer said. 

The state-controlled Libyan news agency said Mr. Reagan "will 
have to live up to the expectations of the American people to avoid 
the destiny ot his predecessor." 

• In its comment on the Reagan victory, the agency said: 

“The American people's choice ni a new president is not merely a 
question of choice as much as it is an indication of the American 
people's desire that this president reassess previous American 
policies and resort to building bridges of true friendship and coop- 
eration with nations free of tyranny and terrorism. 

“All we need to do now is ro remind the new American leader of 
the Arab stand which is shared by all Arab nations." 
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ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL KA*1: For decades, the issue of Arab right* has remained on 
the waiting list of each successive U.S. administration, on the 
pretext that these administrations needed time for fact-finding 
while Israel continued its aggressive practices. Needless to say. the 

reason for this neglect is the absence of a unified Arab strategy. 
This should not still be the case when President-elect Reagan 
assumes ottice. 

Pie Arabs should take the initiative with regard to their cause, 
and participate positively in the shaping of events. They should 
not just wait for others to act. The Arabs should not accept further 
delay of progress on their cause. 

{ Undoubtedly, the upcoming Arab summit in Amman will be 
j the strongest proof that the A rabs insist on acting on the matter in 
] line with a unified Arab strategy, which is now being prepared for 
approval by the Arab leaders at the Amman summit. 

The Amman summit will lay the basis for Arab action based on 
a unified strategy, and will open the path upon which the Arabs 
will proceed, without waiting tor others act on their behalf. 

President-elect Reagan having expressed in his first statement 
his appreciation ot the significance of Jordan’s role, we are duty- 
bound to recall that this role is completely in harmony with the 
Arab line charted at the Baghdad summit and reaffirmed at the 
Tunis summit, and which will be reaffirmed at the Amman sum- 
mit. Jordan's role is a role ol commitment to Arab national goals. 
The new U.S. administration will do well if it understands all this 
and realises that the Camp David process is dead, and that the 
Arabs will stand united lor the sake of a just peace.

Mother Teresa visits Jordan

AMMAN. Nov. 7 - Mother Ter- 
esa, the 70-year-old founder of 
the Missionaries of Charity and 
recipient of the 197y Nobel Peace 
Prize, visited Jordan tor two days 
this week. 

While here. Mother Teresa was 
received by His Majesty King 
Hussein and Her Majesty Queen 
Noorat Al Nadwa Palace. During 
the meeting, the King praised her 
efforts and dedication in the ser- 
vice of mankind. He also awarded 
her the Jordan Independence 
Award, first degree, in appreci- 
ation ot her humanitarian eltorts. 

Mother Teresa was in Amman 
to visit the Dar Al Salam home for 
the care of the poor and retarded 
in Shmeisani. established by the 
Missionaries of Charity in 19/0. It 
is one of 182 such homes run by 
the order around the world. 

On Wednesday night. Mother 
Teresa addressed the World 
Affairs Council in Amman. 

In an interv iew with the Jordan 
Times. Mother Teresa said that 
her aim and mission in liter was to 
express God's love and com- 
passion to the poor and under- 
privileged. 

"No one is doomed." she said. 
"We doom others or label them as 
doomed people, not God. With 
our lote and care, these people 
will improve. The first rule of our 
society is to work lor people 
regardless ol colour, caste or 
creed. We work lor the poorest ot 
the poor, people who have 
nothing, have no-one and are 
wanted by no-one." 

Mother Teresa said ordinary 
people can contribute towards the 
aim of the society “by sharing." 
She added: "Love begins at home. 
The family must stay together and 
pray together, and i) they love one 
another, they will be able to give 
that love to others, to share it with 
others. Theretore. ordinary peo- 
ple can contribute by loving, by 
sharing, not from abundance, but 
'•until it hurts’." 

Asked about the Missionaries 
of Charity's work in the Arab 
World, Mother Teresa said that 
besides the home in Amman 
established in 197U. there were 
homes in the occupied Gaza Strip, 
in Beirut and in three places in 
Yemen (San’ a, Taiz and 
Hodaidah). A home would soon 
be opened in Egypt- The rest of 
the 1S2 homes worldwide are 
found in North and South 
America, Asia and Africa. There 
are 1,800 sisters and 400 brothers 
from 35 nationalities working in 
Mother Teresa’s order. 

Mother Teresa said these pro- 
jects are financed by individual 
contributions. “ We do not depend 
on fixed donations, we depend on 
Divine Providence. We give freely 
what we freely receive,” she said.

Rabbi Kahane 
starts hunger 
strike in jail 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Nov. 7 (R) — Imprisoned militant 
nationalist Rabbi Meir Kahane 
yesterday started a hunger strike 
to push for a revision of his sen- 
tence for disturbing the peace in 
the Israeli-occupied West Bank of 
Jordan. 

Rabbi Kahane's lawyer. 
Rahamim Cohen, told reporters 
his dient was protesting against 
the Israeli military occupation 
authorities' refusal to revise his 
nine-nyxuh sentence. 

The rabbi, who leads a small 
group of extremists favouring the 
emigration of Arabs from the 
West Bank, has already served 
two months. 

“The authorities refuse to meet 
with us to discuss a reduced sen- 
tence despite Rabbi Kahanc's 
good behaviour In jail.” Mr. 
Cohen told reporters.

Next stop on the shoppers' ody- 
ssey is Jaipur, the pink sandstone 
capital of Rajastan. founded in 
1 727 by Sawai Jai Singh, a prince. 
soldier and astronomer. 

Clearly, the most romantic and 
impressive hotel to stay in — for an 
American — is the Rambaugh 
Palace, the hunting lodge ot the 
most recent rajah of Jaipur, which 
was constructed in the 1920s. 
Peacocks strut across exquisitely 
manicured lawns on the grounds 
of the royal residence, which 
became a hotel in 1957. Each of 
the 87 guest rooms in the palace is 
unique. All have high ceilings, 
marble floor and fireplaces. 

Before shopping, it’s best to 
view some of the landmarks estab- 
lished by the Rajput rulers in the 
I2ih to 18th centuries. One hour 
away by auto is the Amber Palace, 
a rare piece of Rajput architecture 
built on the Hindu pattern. One 
rides an elephant for 50 rupees 
($6) up live winding road to this 
ancient structure, where ear- 
splitting rites arc performed by 
Brahmin priests in the Shila Devi 
Temple near the palace. This 
shrine is rbe personal temple of 
the present maharajah’s wife, and 
before leaving the country on a 
trip, the maharajah and his family 
always pay homage there. 


Food is excellent at the Ram- 
baugh Palace, where Indian musi- 
cians play during meals. But 
another favourite dining spot of 
tourists is Niros, which serves 
Chinese, Indian and continental 
cuisine. 

Although gems are Jaipur's 
biggest export item, there is much 
else to buy in this remarkable old 
city: enamelled brass, ivory and 
silver bracelets, wood and ivory 
carvings, block-printed and tie- 
dye fabrics and antique wood 
blocks. 

More than 40,000 gem-cutters 
are employed in the cottage indus- 
tries in Jaipur, but it seems as if the 
greatest board of exquisite gems is 
to be found in the shop of H.C. 
Rakyan on Mirza Ismail Road. 

The proprietor explains that 
nine precious stones are cut in 
Jaipur: ruby, emerald, sapphire, 
diamond, cinnamon ruby, coral, 
pearl, cat’s eye and yellow sap- 
phire. Semi-precious stones 
include aquamarine, peridot, 
amethyst, garnet, tourmeiine. 2 ir- 
con, opal, onyx and black jade. 

"The prices of these gems are 
hall’ what they cost anywhere else 
in the world,” Mr. Rakyan 
declared. "Jaipur is where jewels 
are imported to be cut, and our 
men have been cutting them here 
for five centuries. Rajput princes 
wanted gems ait specially for 
them, and they traditionally gave 
shelter to artisans. Jaipur is the 
world’s supply house for gems.” 

When asked the preferences of 
his foreign customers. Mr. Rakyan 
answered: "Americans buy 
emeralds, rubies, star sapphires, 
cat's eyes and aquamarines. 
Europeans prefer the aquamarine 
and garnet. Arab customers 
choose the ruby, emerald and star 
sapphire." 

At this point, he pulled a box 
from his sale and showed the Jor- 
dan Times a star ruby from Burma 
weighing 7.31 carats, for which 
he had been offered $30,000 a 
carat. He also displayed an 
engraved topaz paper weight as

U.S. banks raise prime rate to 15.5% 

NEW YORK Nov. 7 (R) — Leading U.S. banks raised their 
prime lending rates by a fuU point to 15.5 per cent yesterday 
reflecting growing inflationary pressures in the economy. 

With the election out of the way. the banks led by Chase 
Manhattan and Continental Illinois Bank and Trust ra^d dea- 
sivelv and increased the prime rate from 14.5 to 1 5.5 per cent in 
one leap. Other banks were expected to follow suit because inten- 
sifying pressures in money markets make it more expensive tor 

them to borrow money. . 

Prime interest rates have risen by two percentage points in the 
past month and further increases are expected betore the end of 
the vear. analysts said. The Federal Reserve Board (Fed), the 
nation’s central bank, is also expected to raise its discount rate, 
possibly bv one or two points from the present 1 1 per cent. 

President-elect Ronald Reagan is also likely to favour high 
rates to compensate for the extra demand to be unleashed by tax 

After the prime rate announcements, the Dow Jones industrial 
average, fell about fne points. Prices were broadly lower m hea\? 
trading following sharp increases touched off by Mr. Reagan s 
election victory . 

U.S. wholesale prices, jobless rate rise 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 tR) — Wholesale prices and unem- 
ployment both increased in the United States last month, under- 
linking the problems of inflation and recession that face rhe 
incoming ad minis tration ot Mr. Ronald Reagan.

Portugal hopes to buy S. Arabian oil 

LISBON Nov 7 (R> — Portugal hopes to obtain oil from Saudi 
Arabia to make up for some of the 70,000 barrels a day <b-*d J. 45 
per cent of its requirement, that was lost from Iraq because of the 
Gulf war, according to a senior Portuguese oil official. 

Mr. Pires Miranda, head of the state oil company Peuogal. who 
acts for the government as a roving oil envoy, added in an inter- 
view with the Lisbon weekly Expresso that Portugal hoped to buy 
the Saudi oil under a govemment-to-govemment deal. The vol- 
ume involved was not disclosed. 

Portugal was not among the nine nations which are reported to 
be on a preliminary Saudi Arabian list of recipients for relief oil 
supplies, according to the New York oiJ industry' newsletter, Pet- 
roleum Intelligence Weekly . 

Mr. Pires Miranda said Portugal also hoped for extra oil from 
Abu Dhabi. Oman, Venezuela. Nigeria, the Soviet Union and 
Mexico. 


African OPEC states discuss strategy todg 


LONDON, Nov. 7 (R) — Oil 
ministers of the four African 
OPEC producers have scheduled 
a meeting in Algiers tomorrow 
and Western oil company execu- 
tives said one topic may be the 
outlook for a possible price 
increase. 

Disclosing that the meeting 
between Algeria. Gabon. Libya 
and Nigeria would be held, the 
.Algerian News Agency said dis- 
cussion would focus on oil supplies 
to developing countries including 
African states. But it also said they 
would discuss latest developments 
in the international oil market. 

Oil ministers of OPEC last met 
in Vienna in September when they 
agreed to freeze prices until the 
next regular pricing session of the 
13 -member group_ in Bali, 
Indonesia, on Dec. 15. 

Since the Vienna session, when 
a glut prevailed in the world mar- 
ket, the Gulf war has robbed the 
world of Iraqi and Iranian oil total- 


ling nearly four million barrels a 
dav (b/d) or more than one-tenth 

of OPEC output. 

One effect of the Gulf war has 
been to Firm up free market prices 
for the premium crudes produced 
bv the African countries whose oil 
ministers are to meet in Algiers- 

Free market rates for African 
crudes are now in the S38 to $39 a 
barrel range. During the §lut they 
slipped well below official con- 
tract rates of $37 for a 4- U.S. 
gallon barrel leading Western oil 
analysts to speculate that the Afri- 
can countries might be forced to 
trim prices at the OPEC Bali 

meeting. . . , , 

Oil analysts said the producers 

are now doubtless trying to judge 
how the market will develop and 
noted that Libya and Algeria are 
among OPEC pricing militants.

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White, Atkins to play in snooker final 

LAUNCESTON, Tasmania. Nov. 7 (R) — A dazzling display of 
precision potting by English snooker star Jimmy White tonight 
earned him a place in the final of the 1980 World Amateur 
Snooker championship. 

Warming to an enthusiastic crowd, the 18-year-old White dis- 
played all his skill to eliminate the world amateur billiards champ- 
ion Paul Mifsud of Malta, who had aspirations of becoming the 
first man to hold both the billiards and snooker world titles. 

Starting the second session at 3-3. both players exhibited skill in 
placements around the table with the scores levelling again at 6-6 
after Mifsud had led 6-4. 

White levelled the scores with a fantastic frame in which he 
cleared the table with a break of 1 00 leaving Mifsud scoreless and 
went on to prove the selection committee's evaluation of him as 
□umber one seed by taking the final three frames in only 25 
minutes. 

White meets Australian Ron Atkins in the final match over 21 
frames tomorrow and Sunday. 

Ron Atkins became the first Australian to win a place in the 
final for 1 2 years when he beat Indian champion Arvind Savur by 
eight frames to six here yesterday. If was Atkins' second win over 
the Indian in a world championship match. He defeated him in a 
Round Robin group at the tournament in Malta two years ago. 

After building a 4-1 lead in the semifinal Atkins, 43, allowed 
Savur back into the match by making a number of elementary 
mistakes. But he recovered to take the final frame with an out- 
standing break of 46. 


UEFA Cup third round competitors drawn 

ZURICH. Nov. 7 (R) — Eintracht Frankfurt, West German 
holders of the European Football Union (UEFA) Cup, were 
paired with Socbaux of France when the draw for the third round 
was made here today.

West Germany, who dominated the competition last time, have 
four dubs in the last 16 but any hope of monopolising the sem- 
ifinals, as they did early this year, vanished today when Stuttgart 
were paired with their compatriots. Cologne. 

Belgium, like France, has a double chance through Lokeren 
and Standard Liege. Lokeren’s narrow win over Dundee 
Unitea- -the goal they scored in Scotland earning them an aw-ay- 
goal survival — suggests that Spain’s Real San Sebastisn. with 
striker Satrustegui in form, may prove too much for them. 

Standard Liege, who caused the only West German casualty in 
Europe so far this season when they dumped Kaiserslautern ir. the 
second round, are rewarded with a tie against the tough East 
Germans of Dynamo Dresden. 

Dresden also went into the draw thanks to an away goal after 
playing a goalless draw with the Dutch club Tweme Enschede on 
Wednesday. 

Torino, the sole Italian survivors, can expect a tough battie with 
the Grasshoppers of Zurich. 

The Swiss won a place in the draw by a dramatic win o\ er Porto 
of Portugal. Starting 2-0 down, they rubbed out one goal in each 
half and completed their task in the final minute of extra time -- 
from the penalty spot. 

Torino meanwhile were keeping their defeat in East Germany 
down to a single goal, beating Magdeburg on rhe strength of a 3- j 
win in Italy. 

Radnicki, who beat Bulgarian opposition in the last round, 
must improve their prospects against Alkmaar. unbeaten 
pacemakers in the Dutch league who made short work of Bul- 
garian challengers this week. 

Alkmaar claimed their third round berth 24 hours ahead of all 
rivals, beating Levski Spartak Sofia 5-0 on Tuesday tor a 6-1 
aggregate.

French admit 2 accidents 
at Pacific nuke test site 


WELLINGTON. New Zealand, Nov. 7 (R) — Two accidents 
occurred at the French Pacific nuclear test site on Muni roa Atoll in 
July last year. New Zealand's Minister lor Foreign Allairs. Brian 
Talboys. told parliament yesterday. 

Mr. Talboys said New Zealand enquiries brought an admission ol 
the two accidents troni a French representative to the United Nations 
special political committee. 

In the first accident a nuclear blast caused a slip in the undersea 
slope ol the atoll that led to a wave breaking over Mururoa. 

Mr. Talboys said the French had given an assurance that the blast 
had not led to radioactive leakage. 

The second accident was an explosion in a laboratory caused bv 
chemicals, in which one stall member was killed. But Mr. Talboys 
said this accident was not connected with nuclear testing. 

The minister, who was rcplving to questions in the house, said he 
had no knowledge ot lurther testing at Mururoa. However, dis- 
cussions with French ollicials about the security and monitoring ol 
the lest in si were continuing, lie said.

Happy ending for passengers 
of hijacked Venezuelan airliner 


HAVANA. Cuba. Nu\. 7 (Agencies ) — A DC-9 
Venezuelan Avensa jetliner with 57 passengers 
and 5 crewmen aboard was hijacked by three men 
yesterday morning during a domestic flight, a 
spokesman tor the airline said. 

The spokesman said the plane landed in 
Curacao, tn the Dutch Antilles, for a refuelling 
stop before proceeding to Cuba. 


The hijackers commandeered the plane shortly 
alter it took ott at 7 a.m. Irom Caracas airport fora 
45-minute flight to Puerto Ordaz. in eastern Ven- 
ezuela. The DC-9 landed shortly after in Wil- 
iemstuad. Curacao. Venezuela and Cuba have a 
long-standing agreement which calls tor the 
return oi hijacked planes and the trial ot hijackers. 

The hijacking came in the midst of a diplomatic 
dispute between Cuba and Venezuela. 

Last month. Cuban President Fidel Castro 
threatened to break relations with Venezuela if 
the Venezuelan military supreme court upholds a 


tower-court acquittal ot four men charged with 
the bombing of a Cuban commercial plane that 
killed 73 persons four years ago. 

Security troops surrounded the aircraft while it 
was parked on the runway at Curacao's Wil- 
lemstaad airport, the Venezuelan authorities said. 
They said the three hijackers had threatened to set 
oft a bomb aboard the plane, unless they were 
eventuallv taken to Cuba. 

The pilot. Capt. Rafael Lares Bianchi. in the 
only radio contact with Caracas international air- 
port tower, said the hijackers had forced him to 
change route under the bomb threat. 

The plane landed at the Havana airport at 1 1 
«i.m. and the three hijackers surrendered to the 
Cuban authorities. 

The 54 other passengers and the five crew 
members were sate, the officials said. 

In Caracas, the official Venezuelan news 
agency reported later that the plane had left 
Havana for home with its passengers and crew.
